A COVERNMENT MULE’S COLT. 
Is it an Anomaly of Nature or & 
Strange Freak of Affection ? : 
PyraMip RESERVATION, 
August 12, 1880. 
Part of the live stock owned by the 
U. S. Government and belonging to 
the Nevada Indian Agency at Pyra- 
mid Lake Reservation, is a fine sleek 
mule known by the name of “Maggie.” 
She has been grazing for the last six 
months on the reservation range, on 
the east bank ot the Truckee river, 
which she, in company with +a small 
band ot horses, daily visits to obtain 


water. 

Several months ago a rancher, liv- 
ing near the trail by which this band 
descended to the river, observed that 
an addition bad been made to it; a 
very young colt, following close by 
the side of Maggie, who manifested 
the greatest solicitude and maternal 
pride for the tottling young stranger. 
At proper intervals the colt sought 
nourishment in the usual maoner of 
colts, the gentle Maggie affcrding every 
encouragement and facility for him 
to take his lacteal rations, aud his fine 
appearance to-day showing how well a 
colt will thrive on mule milk. The 
colt seems to be a full blooded equine, 
showing no signs of any long-eared 
ancestry. 

Here was a puzzler for our rancher, 
and a problem for a scientist to solve. 
How can this thing be? Here are the 
facts, how shall they be accounted for? 
(hough Maggie has the repntation of 
being a kind, gentle and even affec- 
tionate animal, she would not allow 
any person to approach her colt with- 
out showing her incisors through a wide 
open mouth, and warning every io- 
‘ruder to keep ata respectable dis- 
tance, by repeated displays of her 
dainty foot.

/ HIGHEST CASH PRICE FoR 
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MINERS WAGES. 


A Very Plausable and Effective Method of Reducing Them With the 
Aid and Approval of the Miners Themselves. Mine Owners 
Cannot do it, but the Miners Can. Will They ? 


Under free coinage the Government will simply coin the silver into dollars 
‘and hand these dollars back to the owner of the bullion. So far as the value 
of one of these dollars, in comparison with the standard money of the en- 
lightened nations of the world goes, it will be measured by its purchasing 
pover. It is entirely dependent upon itself, with not even a promise of any 
protection from the Government. It will be worth just the amount of silver 
it contains, which at present is about 50 cents. 


As mattters now stand a mine producing 10,000 ounces of silver bullion 
per month will pay the monthly wages of fifty-three miners at $4 per day 
in gold. With the adoption of free coinage, 5,000 ounces of silver bullion, or 
one-half of the original amount, will do the same thing in silver. The other 
half will be clear profit to the mine owner, unless the owner voluntarily pays 
the miner eight of these dollars for each day’s work. Will he do so? Not 
to any extent—and not at all where the wages of miners now are, and have 
been, held at $4 a day for thirty years, as on the Comstock, Silver City, 
Bodie and elsewhere. 


Then, when a miner goes to the store to get a pair of boots worth 
(under our present sound money system) $4, he will have to put up eight of 
these silver dollars to get them. He will then discover, when too late, that he 
has voluntarily cut his own wages in two in the middle, and his employer 
gets the other half. The same thing will happen to the gold miner. The 
owner will have to sell only half the amount of gold bullion to buy enough 
silver dollars to pay his miners. 

My record as a miner, wage earner, and wage payer for forty years in 
California and Nevada will show that I have always advocated high wages, 
and I now insist that our prosperity depends, not only upon good wages, but 
upon good money. Free coinage for this country alone, means a single 
silver standard. : 


The miners of Nevada are an intelligent, reading, thinking class of men 
and I warn them to study the facts relative to the money question fully, and 
not depend on theory, and they will surely vote for sound money and pro- 
tection to their own labor.
